TWENTY-SIX TAKEN OUT DEAD. 

The gruesome work of searching for the 
dead continuéd until about 90’clock, when 
the last body was taken out. For want ofa 
sufficient number of stretchers, boards were 
nailed together, upon which the charred 
bodies were carried out as fast as they could 
be extricated. A temporary morgue was ar- 
ranged in a freight car, where the remains 
were all taken and placed in charge of 
Ranger & Farley, undertakers. 

The botifes were all burned beyond a possi- 
bility. of recognition. Twenty-six is sup- 
posed to be the total number who lost their 
lives. A8 fast as charred satchels, valises. 
pocketbooks and watches were recognized 
they were turned over to Politeman Holla- 
day. Several gold watches were found and 
one wallet containing $47. 

All ot the physicians in the city were sum~ 
moned. The wounded were taken to the 

House, to the railroad houses, to 
Dowling’s boarding-housé and residences in 
the ity. Fifteen injured are now at the 
mage Hospital. 

FIREMEN’S NOBLE WORK. 

‘The scene of the disaster, Nichols Station, 
was but a mile from this city. It is a small 
place, and the people possessed no ap- 
pliances for stifling the flames, which did 
such a terrible work of destruction. As stated 
above, as soon as the news of the calamity 
reached Battle Creek the fire department at 
once dispatched engines and men to the 
scene. When the engines arrived they began 
to play streams of water on the burning 
coaches, but their efforts to save those pas- 
sengers who were being roasted in the burn- 
ing coaches were entirely futile. The fre- 
men worked nobly,and when it was apparent 
that no lives could be saved and the smoking 
ruins of the cars showed that nothing 
living remained in the debris, théy began the 
work of removing the charred bones from 
the still hot and smouldering tron remnants 
of the passenger cars. It was en awful and 
ghastly work. Piece after piece of charred 
flesh was pulled out of the embers 
of the burned coaches and laid 
on the ground at a safe distance 
from tue burning train. Identification was 
impossible. In nearly every case there was 
nothing to indicate to whom belonged the 
dismembered and charred remains that were 
taken from the pyre. 


LOST HER BABY. 

O. H. Ward and B. 8. Ward, brothers of 
Moretown, Vt., were in the ill-fated coaches, 
and were among the number who escaped 
uninjured. After the crash was over C. H. 
Ward jumped out of the left side througha 
window. Infront of him sat a lady with 
a baby. He pulled her through the window, 
when she cried out tosave her babe, Dut the 
little one was fastened beneath the seat and 
perished, while the crazed mother had to be 
taken away by force. Ward says that in 
front of the woman was a young lady and 
just behind ber a young man. Back of him 
were two young men. None escaped, 

B. S. Ward came out ofthe roof in some, 
manner, he knows not how. He jumped of 
the roof and helped out Harvey J. Smith of 
Fort Plains, N. T., Mrs. Smith and their son 
Frank and daughter Nelife. This family are 
allinjured, but escaped while! those around 
them perished. 

By 7 o’clock, as thg, news reached the city, 
the people be gan to come in crowds, and it 
was all the police and railroad men could do 
to keep the curious people back. It can be 
said tothecredit of the city that no acts of 
vandalism were perpetrated and the people 

were allorderly. The Battle Creek fire de- 
partment did noble work and did all of the 
labor connected with taking out the bodies. 


DISOBEYED ORDERS. 

A Raymond & Whitcomb special excursion 
of passengers from New York and Boston 
were returning from Chicago. Thetrain was 
in charge of Conductor Scott of this city and 
Engineer Wooley, and took orders at this 
station to meet at Nichols No. 9, the Pacific 
express going west, due at this station at 
1:35 o’clock, but which was nearly three 
hours late. 

The conductor or engineer, or both, of the 
Raymond special disobeyed orders and 
pas Nichols Station and collided with the 
Pacifid express coming west at the rate of 
about thirty miles an hour. The two engines 
were driven into each other and are a total 
wreck. The one on the express was No. 158, 


third car in the vicinity of the stove, where 
most of the bodies were afterwards found. 
The car immediately took fire and in an m- 
stant was all ablaze. 

The night yard men ana neighbors in the 
vicinity rashed to the rescue as soon as possi- 
bile. One passenger escaped from the door: 
way. 

Those who saved themselves smashed out 
the windows and climbed through. Three 
only got out ot the left side and about six 
from the right side of the coach; all others 
perished, 

The most horrible sight was that of Mrs. 
Charles Van Duzen of Fort Plains, N. Y. She 
succeeded in getting half way out of the win - 
dow, dut her legs were so fastened that those 
who ran to her assistance could not rescue 
her. She was burned to death before tne 
eyes of the spectators, one-half of her body 
hanging out of the window. Before she per- 
ished she gave her name. 


AT THE RAYMOND & WHITCOMB HOTEL. 

Cuicago, Oct. 20.—Word was received of 
the Battle Oreek wreck at fhe Raymond & 
Whitcomb Hotel on Ninth street, between 
Madison and Washington avenues, near .the 
World's Fair Grounds, shortly after the 
wreck occurred. Passengers on the excur- 
sion train had left the hotel last evening, 
after a visit tothe World's Fair. According 
to information the hotel manager believed 
this morning that none of the Raymond & 


Whitcomb excursionists had been seriously 
injured. , he said, had been able to con- 
tinue their journey. 

„We understand,’’ said he, that our 
train was not rong delayed. Our passengers 
were not injure The train has been re- 
ported to us as continuing its eastward jour - 
ney shortly after the wreck.’ 

**Was it not caught in the wreck?’’ 

„„es; but the passenger coaches were not 
crushed. The engine and baggage cars were 
smashed, but the rest of the train escaped 
and continued on its journey.’’ 

How many excursionists were among the 
passengers?’ 

Without reference to our records I cannot 
say exactly. Thetrain was heavily loaded, 
however, and we are preparing a list. The 
collision was between a west-bound passen- 
per on the regular Grand Trugk schedule and 
our excursion train. What the injury was 
to the Grand Trunk train we have not 
heard. 

When the news of the wreck was received 
in Chicago it created great consternation 
among the officers of the Grand Trunk road 
on account of the terrible magnitude of the 
result. General Manager Spicer and Supt. 
Atwater of the Grand Trunk road left for 
Battle Creek and the scene of the disaster. 
‘They refused to say anything about it, as at 
‘that time their information was lim! ted. 

Later the Grand Trunk trainmaster at the 
Polk street depot received a report which 
agreed in substance with the newspaper tel- 
egrams from Battle Creek. 


THE FIRST OFFICIAL REPORT. 

DETROIT, Oct. 20.—The following official re- 
port has been received at the Grand Trunk 
headquarters in this city: 

„R. & W. special, Engineer Wooley, Con- 
ductor Scott, running as first section of No. 
6, had orders to meet No, 9, Engineer Oran ; 
shaw, Conductor Bart, on double track de- 
tween Nichols and Battie Oreek.... They over: 
ran the meeting point and met No. 8 in front 
ofthe Nichols telegraph office at about 3:45 
a. m., badly damaging both engines, durn - 
ing three coaches on No. 6and one on No. 9. 
Four orfive persons killed and several in- 
jured. It is dificult to determine the number 
of killed, as it is feared some have been 
burned in the wreck. /

ENGINE MEN JUMP. 

The engineers and firemen when they saw 
that a collision was inevitable shut off steam, 
reversed engines, put on brakes and all 
jumped and escaped without serious injury. 

The conductor of the special Raymond train 
was Scott and the engineer was named 
Wooley. The engineer of the Pacific express 
was named Gil Cranshaw and the conductor 
was named Burk.

THE DOSENBACH DAL. 


The extraordinary proceeding of the 
County Court of St. Charles County by 
which ex-Sheriff Dosenbach of St. Louis 
County escapes all imprisonment under 
senterce of court for manslaughter by pay- 
ing costs, fees and jail hire for his term of 
six months cannot be allowed to pass 
without severe condemnation and thorough 
investigation into the facts and the law. 

The principle involved in the action of 
the court would be detestable in the dispo- 
sition of any criminal case, but as applied 
in the Dosenbach case and in view of the 
circumstances it assumes the color ofa 
disgraceful deal in which the administra- 
tion of public justice is warped by money 
and influence and ‘‘offence’s gilded hand 
buys out the law.“ 

The order made by the St. Charles 
County Court for the hiring out of jail 
prisoners was a new departure, No such 
custom had prevailed in that county, The 
order was not thought of until it was 
sought by an attorney of Dosenbach who 
prevailed upon the court to makeit. It 
was made for the especial benefit of Dosen- 
bach at the instance, through the influence 
and under the dictation of his attorney. 

That this buying out of a sentence’vio- 
lates the spirit of the law there is no 
doubt, and there is strong ground for the 
belief that it violates its letter. The 
statute provides that counties may let 
prisoners for hire who are serving jail sen- 
tences for misdemeanors, but the Supreme 
Court has held thata jury is not compe- 
tent to define the crime. Dosenbach was 
convicted of manslaughter, which is 
felony under the law, and remains felony, 
although he received the petty sentence of 
fine and imprisonment in the County jail. 
The law, which is expressly limited to mis- 
demeanor cases, has been misapplied to a 
felony case. 

The people of St. Charles County are 
profoundly interested in learning why the 
County Court twisted the law to pass 
this unusual order at the instance of the 
attorney of a convicted criminal who hap- 
pened to have money enough topay his 
way through the jail doors. 

But the responsibility does not stop 
with the judges of the County Court. The 
sentence of the Circuit Court has been 


q nullified in a most extraordinary manner. 


If the prosecuting attorney ot the county 
does. his duty he will investigate and bring 
the matter to the attention of the Circuit 
Court and the Grand-jury. The Sheriff of 
the county is responsible under the law 
and his oath for his conduct. He has been 
ordered by the Circuit Court to hold Dosen- 
bach in jail for six months asa convicted 
felon, and is answerable for the execution 
of the order. If Judge Hughes stands 
upon his dignity and the power of his 
court the Sheriff will be held accountable 
for his action. 

If the people of St. Charles. County are 
willing that their authorities shall sell out 
the law, and if their officials wink at such 
villainy, there is a higher interest at 
stake. The people of Missouri are deeply 
concerned in this infamous deal. n this

Judge Cooley does not suggest a change 
in the rules. He simply recommends a 
compliance with the highest of all rules, 
that found in theConstitution. The order 
of ure, adopted years ago, provided 
for unlimited debate, and literally inter- 
preted, gives any Senator the right to talk 
till doomsday if so disposed and thus 
block legislation. But a literal interpre- 
tation was never expected, for no one sup- 
posed that a Senator would not honor the 
limitations put upon him by common 
sense, patriotism and the plain intent of 
the constitution. Besides, if a literal in- 
ter pretation involves an abrogation of a 
higher rule, if it implies anarchy or leg- 

islative impotence, the Senators who 
rely upon it give themselves away’’ and 
confess that their purpose is obstruction, 
not progress. 

Judge Cooley is right—a change in the 
rules is not necessary, because the Consti- 
tution makes it the duty of the majority to 
enforce its will whenever legitimate debate 
isexhausted. Ifthe majority exercises its 
power tyrannically, as it did in the House 
when Mr. Reed was Speaker, the remedy 
lies with the people, who always adminis- 
ter correction when political blunders or 
offenses are committed. in short the ques- 
tion is whether a rule of the Senate or the 
Constitution of the United States shall be 
nullified, and the responsibility of nullify- 
ing one or the other rests with a majority 
of the Senate.

THE SENATE'S FALL. 


In his Thirty Years’ View’’ Senator 
Benton cites as evidence of the delicacy 
and scrupulousness which actuated mem- 
bers of the United States Congress the fact 
that Senator William Smith of South Car- 
olina asked to be excused from acting on 
the bill to relieve land debtors because he 
would be a beneficiary\of the measure and 
could not conscientiously vote ona ques- 
tion in which he had a material interest. 

Whata contrast this incident suggests 
between the Senate of olden times and the 
Senate of to-day. No Senator now asks 
to be excused from voting on a measure 
because he is personally interested, No 
Senator of to-day shrinks from the sus- 
picion that he is actuated in the perform- 
ance of his public duty by a selfish motive 
of gain. Instead of delicate scrupulous- 
ness there is bold defiance of public moral- 
ity. | 

In the Senate of to-day Senators notonly 
vote for measures in which they are inter- 
ested, but they go to the Senate to take 
care of their special interests. They even 
buy their way into the Senate forthat pur- 

post without a protest from their fellow 
Senators. They band together to guard 
their special interests and do not hesitate 
to abuse traditions formed upon the as- 
sumption of Senatorial patriotism, dignity 
and purity in nullification of the consti- 
tution and violation of democratic 
principles in order that they may 
strike. profitable bargains. The ma- 
jority of Senators submit to this 
abuse of traditions and denial of constitu- 
tional rights and principles for fear they 
may cut off a possible advantage that may 
be useful to themselves in future.
